‘CEDERBERG SEEKS 
VOTE LAW CHANGE 


‘Thousands of American citizens} { 


who normally lose their voting 
rights because they move from 
one state to another. and cannot 
meet residence requirements of 
the state of their new residences, 
would have their right.to vote for 
federal officers protected under a 
Constitutional Amendment  pro- 
posed in the U. S. House of Repre- 
sentatives by Congressman Elford 
A. Cederberg of Michigan. 
Thirty-five states require one 


full year of residence, 3 states re-|- 


quire two yeats and 12 states re- 
quire six months. 

“When we consider that an op- 
portunty to vote for a candidat 
for President comes only every 
four years it is most unreasonable 
to deprive good American taxpay- 
ing citizens-the right to vote mere 
ly because they happened to have 
moved from one state to another,” 
Congressman Cederberg said. 

“Many newcomers to Michigan 
were unable to vote for President 
and Members-of Congress in the 
last election ‘-because-th 
lived in our State the six months 
required by our law and the state 
of their former residence would 
not permit them to vote by absent 
voter’s ballot because they had 
given up residence there. Many 
Michigan people moving to other 
states lost their voting right for 
the same reason.” : 
Congressman Cederberg’s pro- 
posed Constitutional Amendment 
Treads as followsi ~~~ ; 

“Section 1. No state may make 
or enforce any law or take any 
other action which prevents any 
person who is a resident of such 
state from voting for any condi- 
date for elector of President and 
Vice President or for a candidate 
for election as a Senator or Rep- 
resentative in Congress on grounds
